Jury duty is one of the privileges of being a United States 


citizen but a vast majority of our long-suffering citizens feel, and 
rightly so, they are "over-privileged." 


This situation stems from the traditional custom of selecting 


prospective jurors from the voting rolls and those who exercise 
their franchise as citizens by registering to vote are penalized by 
serving more than their just share of jury duty. 


Hundreds of county residents deliberately do not register in the 


mistaken belief that this omission legally excuses them from jury 
duty. From a practical standpoint it does, since the voter rolls 
remain the handy target of judges and the jury commissioner when 
a list of eligibles must be compiled. Overtures to utilities and 
municipalities for customer lists to augment the voter rolls, 
reportedly, have met with little success. 


In one area, however, there is room for improvement. We refer 


to the not uncommon situation where jurors have been summoned 
to serve in criminal cases, faithfully appear then are excused when 
the defendant pleads guilty or when the district attorney elects to 
dismiss the charges. Obviously, there are times when such a 
happening is unavoidable. By the same token, procrastination on 
the part of the defense or prosecution should be avoided in order 
that the prospective jurors may be notified in time to cancel their 
appearances. 


A recent scheduled jury trial in the Ukiah Justice Court 


resulted in some confusion in the minds of the prospective jurors 
who were notified by telephone, as is the procedure in the lower 
court, to appear for a criminal case. Some thought the summons 
had been for 9 a.m. and some were under the impression that they 
had been instructed to appear at 9:30. It was not until after 10 that 
the 30 or so prospective jurors were called into court and advised by 
the judge "that their services would not be required." 


Too many times the officials involved in judicial proceedings 


have a tendency to regard jurors as just so many persons on a list, 
not as citizens, whose day-to-day schedules have been disrupted by 
their obligations to serve. 


Businessmen l;ne Up 


A gun control law for criminals only is favored by a wide 


majority of businessmen polled by the National Federation of 
Independent Business. Apparently rejecting the argument that a 
severe penalty is not a deterrent to crime and arguments for 
criminal rehabilitation, the businessmen questioned in the 50-state 
survey give landslide support to legislation which would make 
possession of a firearm during a violent crime a separate Federal 
offense. 


The bill, introduced by Rep. John P. Saylor of Pennsylvania, 


provides a mandatory 1 to 10 year sentence for a first offense and 
an automatic 25-year sentence upon a repeat conviction. In either 
case, the sentence could not be suspended, probationary or served 
concurrently with any other sentence. The poll shows 86 per cent of 
those questioned favor this tough measure, only 11 per cent op- 
posed, and three per cent with no opinion.

WASHINGTON — A fiery 


Jesuit priest stalked out of a

meeting 
of 
the 


President's 
Pornography 


Commission last week because 
it conducted erotic experiments 
on students without consulting 
the three theologian members. 


The Rev. Morton A. Hill, a 


crusading smut-buster from 
New York City, exploded with 
righteous wrath as he listened 
behind closed doors to a 
discussion of the 
effects of 


pornography 
on 
21 male 


volunteers. 


His outburst came in the 


middle of a vivid description of 
the bizarre, 14-day sex study A 
researcher told how obscene 
pictures and other pornography 
had been parceled out for 90 
minutes each day to the students 
who 
got 
$)00 
for 
their 


cooperation. 


As the details became more 


bawdy, Father Hill could con- 
tain his outrage no longer. 
Scowling darkly, he demanded 
why the three theologians on the 
Commission hadn't been con- 
sulted about the experiments. 


"These experiments violate 


the law of God, Divine Law!" 
thundered the white-haired 
priest, looking for ail the world 
like an angry, blue-eyed Biblical 
prophet. 


Commission C h a i r m a n 


William B. Lockhart, dean of the 
Minnesota University Law 
School, snapped back that for all 
he knew, such consultation 
might 
have 
been "un- 


constitutional." 


SEXUAL STIMULATION 


Father Hill continued to boil 


as the researcher went on to 
explain explicitly how sexual 
stimulation of the students was 
measured. 


Finally, he could take no more 


and stormed out of the meeting 
without another word. 


Note: The Jesuit has con- 


sistently protested that the 18- 
man Commission should hold 
public hearings. He and a 
clergyman colleague, the Rev. 
W. 
C. Link, a Nashville 


Methodist, have held nine of 
their own public hearings 
around the country. 


Father Hill also complained to 


this column that no detailed 
written notice has been fur- 
nished him on how the Com- 
mission is spending its whopping 
$1.5 million budget. A $200,000 
national survey on smut was 
undertaken, 
for 
example, 


without consulting m depth with 
Father Hill's legal panel or Dr. 
Link's smut traffic panel. 


A Commission spokesman 


confirmed that the meetings are 
held in secret but said two 
meetings will be open to the 
public in May in the wake of the 
clergyman's demands. The 
Commission's work deals, in 
part, with the Danish attitude 
toward pornography as it might 
apply to the United States. In 
Denmark, public exhibits of 
sexual intercourse are per- 
mitted. 


MORE STRIKES LIKELY 


The mailmen's strike was 


merely a preview of the labor 
strife that is expected to plague 
the country this year. 


Labor contracts covering five 


million workers are coming up 
for renegotiation in 1970. On the 
one hand, wages have not kept 
pace with soaring prices. Food 
prices, for instance, are up 10 
per cent and transportation 
costs are up 16 per cent since 
early Fall. 


On the other hand, corporate 


profits have started to slip. 
Management is caught in an 
economic squeeze between 
rising costs and declining sales. 
The cost of basic raw materials, 
for example, hit the highest 
peak last month since the 
Republican 
takeover 
in 


Washington. 


This will create a classic 


confrontation at the bargaining 
tables. Already the 450,000 
Teamsters have rocked the 
trucking industry with demands 
which would nearly double 
wages and benefits over the next 
three years. 


The 37-day moratorium on the 


railroad strike was carefully 
contrived to expire after the 
Easter recess on Capitol Hill, so 
Congressmen could take a 
holiday without being disrupted 
by a railroad crisis. 


The railroads are in such poor 


shape that, if labor costs go up, 
the main lines are preparing to 
ask the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to suspend all 
passenger runs over 300 miles. 


Next month, 70,000 rubber 


workers will demand higher pay 
from 
Firestone, 
Goodrich, 


Uniroyal and Goodyear. In New 
York, 20,000 apartment building 
employees will walk off the job if 
they don't get pay increases. 


Louisiana's 
papermakers, 


New York City's 
hospital 


workers, and electrical workers 
on both the Gulf and West Coasts 
will be agitating for higher 
wages during the next two 
months. In August, 37,000 meat 
cutters may strike if their 
demands aren't met 


Then in September, 650,000 


auto workers will present their 
demands to General Motors, 
Ford and Chrysler. The shoe 
workers 
are 
girding 
for 


negotiations in the Fall. A 
nymber of smaller unions also 
are threatening, and more 
wildcat strikes are likely. It 
should be a hectic year on the 
labor front.

There is absolutely nothing 


like the indignation of the New 
Left when one of its prac- 
titioners is physically prevented 
from doing what he desires to do 
or — still worse — when he is 
caught, tried, and — crowning 
impudence! punished.

resistance to imperialism once 
and for all."

against them is taken to lengths 
that

embarrass

member of the John Birch 
Society. For instance, there is 
"the 
increasingly political 


character of the traditional 
symbiotic relationship between 
organized 
repression 
and 


organized crime. At the same 
time as Nixon-Mitchell make a 
real effort to cut off the supply of 
the killer weed, the flow of 
heroin into both black and white 
high schools becomes a torrent.

The sensationalizetions are of 


the same order. One young man 
described how he was arrested 
and beaten by the New York

Having gone to the trouble of 
stitching them up, the police 
take them to the 17th precinct — 
listen, now, if you want to know 
the kind of rhetorical narcotic on 
which the boys are feeding — "a 
tortuerer's heaven. For an hour. 
Riley and I were systematically 
and efficiently beaten by the 
pigs. 


"We were taken into the 


Squad Room on the first floor. 
There were about 20 cops sitting 
and standing around. They put 
us in a corner. Our hands were 
handcuffed behind our backs. 
Our faces were to the wall. 
There was a metal coat rack and 
some pieces of wood with nails 
in them in the corner. We were 
thrown up against the metal 
coat rack and the lumber with 
the nails. Each pig had his 
special torture. One hit me with 
his night stick in the calf. 
Another used a blackjack on my 
back. A third hit my elbow with 
a pair of pliers . . ." Upton 
Sinclair would have thrown up 
his hands in despair at the 
perversion of the great tradition 
of muckraking. 


Every article, however, ends 


on an upbeat, the effect of which 
is that the Revolution Will 
Prevail. And there is con- 
siderable candor. It is always 
interesting to read side by side 
articles that protest repression, 
and articles that call for law 
breaking. "The trouble with our 
reaction" one protestor at the 
Waldorf reminisces, "wasn't 
that it was too violent — on the 
contrary, it wasn't violent 
enough."

shall need to wait before we

No 
doubt the recent rash of bomb 
throwing is an expression of 
their special indignation at

Left has all along insisted are

Health is now nearly a $61 


billion industry, a giant that 
accounts for nearly 7 per cent of 
our gross national product and 
seems headed toward 10 per 
cent.

indicate strength; much of it is 
fat and waste and inefficiency.

That, however, is not easy. 


Cut costs and you stand accused 
of cutting lives short. A 
manufacturer might reach a 
compromise between quality 
and price; a hospital never can. 


But, says Walter McNerney, 


president of the Blue Cross 
Association, a reduction in costs 
could be accomplished without 
any reduction in quality. "We 
•re not living at the qualitative 
edge," he said in an interview. 


"I don't worry about a 


deterioration of quality," he 
continued. "There is fat in the 
system and it's everybody's 
fault.

McNerney's contention — that 


the high cost of hospital care is 
not so much an effect of need 
and demand as it is of inef- 
ficiency and mismanagement — 
is supported by considerable 
evidence.

Some Are Overprivileged 


(FROM THE URIAH DAILY JOURNAL) 


Jury duty is one of the privileges of being a United States 
citizen but a vast majority of our long-suffering citizens feel, and 
rightly so. they are “over-privileged.” 


This situation stems from the traditional custom of selecting 
prospective jurors from the voting rolls and those who exercise 
their franchise as citizens by registering to vote are penalized by 
serving more than their just share of jury duty. 


Hundreds of county residents deliberately do not register in the 
mistaken belief that this omission legally excuses them from jury 
duty From a practical standpoint it does, since the voter rolls 
remain the handy target of judges and the jury commissioner when 
a list of eligióles must be compiled. Overtures to utilities and 
municipalities for customer ’ists to augment the voter rolls, 
reportedly, have met with little success 


In one area, however, there is room for improvement. We refer 
to the not uncommon situation where jurors have been summoned 
to serve in criminal cases, faithfully appear then are excused when 
the defendant pleads guilty or when the district attorney elects to 
dismiss the charges Obviously, there are times when such a 
happemng is unavoidable. By the same token, procrastination on 
the part of the defense or prosecution should be avoided in order 
that the prospective jurors may be notified in time to cancel their 
appearances 


A recent scheduled jury trial in the Ukiah Justice Court 
resulted in some confusion in the minds of the prospective jurors 
who were notified by telephone, as is the procedure in the lower 
court, to appear for a criminal case. Some thought the summons 
had been for 9 a.m. and some were under the impression that they 
had been instructed to appear at 9:30. It was not until after 10 that 
the 30 or so prospective jurors were called into court and advised by 
the judge “that their services would not be required.” 


Too many times the officials involved in judicial proceedings 
have a tendency to regard jurors as just so many persons on a list, 
not as citizens, whose day-to-day schedules have been disrupted by 
their obligations to serve. 


Businessmen Line Up 
A gun control law for criminals only is favored by a wide 
majority of businessmen polled by the National Federation of 
Independent Business. Apparently rejecting the argument that a 
severe penalty is not a deterrent to crime and arguments for 
criminal rehabilitation, the businessmen questioned in the 50-state 
survey give landslide support to legislation which would make 
possession of a firearm during a violent crime a separate Federal 
offense. 


The bill, introduced by Rep John P. Saylor of Pennsylvania, 
provides a mandatory 1 to 10 year sentence for a first offense and 
an automatic 25-year sentence upon a repeat conviction. In either 
case, the sentence could not be suspended, probationary or served 
concurrently with any other sentence The poll shows 86 per cent of 
those questioned favor this tough measure, only 11 per cent op­ 
posed. and three per cent with no opinion.

MORE STRIKES LIKELY

AP Business Analyst 
Health is now nearly a $61 
billion industry, a giant that 
accounts for nearly 7 per cent of 
our gross national product and 
seems headed toward 10 per 
cent.

Cut costs and you stand accused 
of cutting 
lives 
short. 
A 
manufacturer might reach a 
com prom ise between quality 
and price; a hospital never can. 
But, says Walter McNerney, 
president of the Blue Cross 
Association, a reduction in costs 
could be accomplished without 
any reduction in quality. “We 
are not living at the qualitative 
edge,” he said in an interview. 
“ I don’t worry about a

Jury dut> is one of the privilege» at being i United States 
citizen but a vast majority of our long-suffering citizens feel, and 
rightly so, they are "over-privileged ** 


Thta situation stems from the traditional custom of selecting 
prospective jurors from the voting rolls and those who exercise 
'their franchise as citizens by registering to vote are penalized by 
serving more than their Just share of Jury duty. 


Hundreds of county residents deliberately do not register in the 
mistaken belief that this omission legally excuses them from. Jury 
duty From a practical standpoint it does, since the voter rolls 
remain the handy target of judges snd the jury commissioner when 
s list of eligible* must be compiled Overtures to utilities snd 
municipalities for customer ’ists to augment the voter rolls, 
reportedly, have met with little success 


In one area, however, there is room for improvement We refer 
to the not uncommon situation where jurors ha ve been summoned 
to serve in criminal cases, faithfully appear then are excused when 
the defendant pleads guilty or when the district attorney elects to 
dismiss the charges Obviously, there are times when such s 
happening 'is unavoidable. By the same token, procrastination on. 
the part of the defense or prosecution should be avoided in order 
that the prospective jurors may be notified in time to cancel their 
appearances 


A recent scheduled Jury trial in the Ukiah Justice Court 
resulted in some confusion in the minds of the prospective jurors 
who were notified by telephone, as is the procedure in the lower 
court, to appear for a criminal case Some thought the summons 
had been for 9 a.m and some were' under the impression 'that they 
had been instructed to appear at 9:30 It was not until after 10 that 
the 30 or so prospective jurors were called into court and advised by 
the judge “that their services would not be required." 


Too many times the officials involved in judicial proceedings 
have a tendency to regard jurors as just so many persons on a list, 
notas citizens, whose day-to-day schedules have been disrupted by 
their obligations to serve. 


Busfnessmen Line Up 
A gun control law for criminals only is favored by a wide 
majority* of businessmen polled by the National Federation of 
Independent Business Apparently rejecting the argument that a 
severe 'penalty is. not a deterrent to crime and arguments for 
criminal rehabilitation, the businessmen questioned in the 50-state 
survey give landslide support to legislation which would make 
possession of a firearm during a violent crime a separate Federal

Health is now nearly a $61 
billion industry, a giant that 
accounts for nearly 7 per cent of 
our gross national product and 
seems headed toward 10 per 
cent. But the giant is not 
healthy. 
That enormous size — five 
times the size of 1950 and 15 
times that, of 1930 — does 'not. 
indicate strength, much of it is 
fat and waste and inefficiency. 
Shrink it and it would be 
stronger. 
That, however, is not easy 
Cut costs and you stand accused 
of cutting 
lives 
short. 
A 
manufacturer might reach a 
compromise between quality 
and price, a hospital never can. 
But, says Walter McNerney, 
president of the Blue Cross 
Association, a reduction in costs 
could be accomplished without 
any reduction to quality “We 
are not living at the qualitative 
edge,” he said to an interview 
“ I don’t worry about a 


deterioration of quality,” he 
continued. “There is fat in the 
system, and, it’s everybody’s 
fault. We must figure a way of 
intervening 
with 
some 
discipline.” 
MeNemey’s contention — that 
the high cost of hospital care is 
not so much an effect of need 
and demand as it is of inef­ 
ficiency and mismanagement — 
is supported by considerable 
evidence 
A study several years ago by 
New York Blue Cross revealed 
that among 
22 
nonprofit 
hospitals to the city, basic costs 
for “hotel services,” primarily 
room and board, ranged from 
$17.38 to $32.01 


Hospitals also appear to be 
utilized wastefuily People often 
are admitted for diagnosis or 
treatment that could be per­ 
formed to a doctor's office. 
Aged, chronically ill patients 
occupy expensive rooms in, 
hospitals instead of nursing 
homes

pregnancy 
is 
first 
suspected, 
it 
immediately 
should be brought to the at­ 
tention of the doctor. Follow­ 
ing a pregnancy from its very 
beginning adds greater assur­ 
ance of health to the mother 
and to the child 
All children must be given 
the advantages, of modem vac­ 
cines to ward off diseases that 
once were a threat. There can 
be no compromise with such 
prevention. 
No blueprint can be laid out 
for unmarred health. Yet pre­ 
ventive medicine can be the 
basis for sustained health. 
Your letter 'was particularly 
intriguing because it is most 
rare for young people in good 
health to realize, as you do, 
'the im portance of proper plan­ 
ning for a lifetim e of psycho­

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — 
Applause still ringing through 
Utah’s ritzy 
natatorium, 
an 
exhausted but quietly exuberant 
Mike Burton pulled out of the 
water for the last time in his 
brilliant college career. 
It had been a fitting finale to 
the com petitive swimming 
leagacy of the UCLA senior: 
victory in the grueling 1,650- 
yard free-style for a third gold 
medal in the NCAA cham­ 
pionships.
